Mubarak: 
Jordan, PLO 
to restart talks

The Palestinian-Jordanian talks 
on a Middle East settlement, which 
broke down in Amman earlier this 
month, are to resume there in the 
next few days, Egyptian President 
Mubarak told journalists in Cairo 
yesterday. 

Mubarak did not say at what level 
the talks would resume. 

Meanwhile, PLO chairman Yas¬ 
ser Arafat said in Cairo before leav¬ 
ing for Tunis yesterday, that “there 
are no differences whatsoever be¬ 
tween us and King Hussein. The 
difference is between us and the 
U.S. administration.'* 

The PLO leader left Cairo, after 
meetings with Egyptian leaders, for 
a session of the PLO Executive 
Committee due to be convened in 
Tunis today to discuss the U.S. prop¬ 
osals for getting peace talks under 
way. 

King Hussein is expected to speak 
on Jordan television and radio at 6 
p.m. today and to state Jordan's 
position on the Palestinian problem. 
Jordan has not yet officially con¬ 
firmed Mubarak's statement on the 
resumption of talks with the PLO. 

Mubarak's announcement was 
apparently designed to prevent Hus¬ 
sein from saying anything in his 
speech that might jeopardize con¬ 
tinuation of the talks and widen the 
rift between Jordan and the PLO. 
Arafat's statement was ostensibly 
meant to convey the same message. 
Both Egypt and the PLO leadership 
want to create the impression that 
the talks have not run aground. 

West Bankers who returned from 
Amman over the past few days re¬ 
ported that the king would probably 
denounce the PLO in his speech, and 
blame their intransigence for the 
failure of the talks. At the very least, 
he is likely to absolve Jordan of 
blame for that failure.

The radical Shi’ites who 
abducted two Israeli soldiers in 
the South Lebanon security zone 
on Monday threatened to kill 
one of them by 9 p.m. today 
unless Israeli troops withdraw 
from Lebanon. 

The IDF spokesman officially 
refused to comment on the re¬ 
port, issued in Beirut by what 
appears to be a front group for 
the Hizbollah (Party of God). 

The “Islamic Resistance Front” 
identified the two IDF men as 
“Yosef Bink” {Yosef Fmk] and 

Rabamim Levi Alsheikh. It also 
provided their correct military iden¬ 
tification number and pictures of 
their IDF identity cards and disks. 

According to infonned sources, 
Israel is in close consultation with 
the U.S. over the situation m Leba¬ 
non. since Hizbollah also holds five 
American and two French hostages. 

It is possible that the two soldiers 
who were abducted near Beit Ya- 
houn inside the security zone, may 
already be in Beirut. However, there 
was no definite proof of that as of last 
night, and thousands of IDF soldiers 
were poised to resume their search 
today, backed by helicopter 
gunships, tanks and armoured per¬ 
sonnel carriers. 

If the Hizbollah succeeds in trans¬ 


ferring its IDF captives out of 
Israel's reach, the group is likely to 
demand the closure of the South 
Lebanese Army’s ai-Khiyam deten¬ 
tion centre and the release of its 
internees. (See page 3 story.) Al- 
Khiyam, north of Metuila. holds 
200400 prisoners, many of them 
members of Amal. The release of 
these detainees would greatly en¬ 
hance the Hizbollah ‘s prestige in 
South Lebanon, which is largely con¬ 
trolled by the bigger Amal organiza¬ 
tion. 

The Hizbollah may also demand 
the release of PLO prisoners held by 
Israel. The mainstream PLO. loyal 
to Yasser Arafat, is aligned in South 
Lebanon - especially in the Sidon 
area - with the Hizbollah. against 
their common foe. Amal. 

Chief of General Staff Moshe 
Levy said that the searches would go 
on. He said that the IDF had taken 
steps to allay panic in the Shi'ite 
areas, and had distributed leaflets 
urging the population not to flee the 
area of the search operations.

Efforts for soldiers’ release will shift to diplomatic channels 


Israeli officials are reaching 
the assumption that the two Israel 
soldiers abducted in southern Leba¬ 
non Monday are in Beirut. Conse¬ 
quently, the huge operation im¬ 
mediately launched by the Israel 
Defence Forces to try to locate the 
men is expected to wind down in 
coming days, with efforts to secure 
their release moving to the diploma¬ 
tic sphere. 

Intense diplomatic activity 
through the American Embassy in 
Tel Aviv was already reported last 
night. Given that the Hizbollah is 
also bolding hostage five Americans 


and two Frenchmen, Israel sees the 
U.S. as a vital link in trying to 
negotiate the return of the Israelis, 
who could, perhaps, be included in a 
package deal. The Americans' ex¬ 
tensive contacts in Beirut and 
Damascus are also crucial to any 
negotiating process. 

Officials in Israel were relieved 
that the men had apparently been 
moved to Beirut an J were not in the 
Beka'a valley, as had originally been 
feared. This precludes the possibility 
of having to undertake immediate 
military action in the Beka'a, where 
there is a danger of engagement with

Syrian forces there. 

Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin. 
Chief of General Staff Moshe Levy 
and O/C Northern Command Ori 
Orr made it dear yesterday that they 
were not interested in escalation, or 
in altering the status quo in southern 
Lebanon, and that the current op¬ 


eration. though unprecedented in 
scope, was not indicative of any 
change in Israeli policy. 

Israeli defence officials last night 
also stressed that there was absolute¬ 
ly no proof at all, as had originally 
been claimed, that the Syrians were 
involved in the ambush, or that it 
was carried out by Syrian surrogate 
forces.

Basically neither Israel.nor the 
Syrians, according to well-placed 
sources, want this incident to esca¬ 
late from a tactical diversion into a 
confrontation with strategic con¬ 
sequences.

Pollard refusing to plead guilty to espionage

Fears are growing that Jonathan 
Pollard, arrested in Washington by 
the FBI on November 21 on suspi¬ 
cion of being an Israeli spy, will 
refuse to submit a guilty plea, and 
will thus force a trial that neither 
Washington nor Israel wants. 

The Jerusalem Post has learned 
that efforts to extract a guilty plea 
have failed, and a trial i$ almost 
certain. 

In a series of unprecedented con¬ 
tacts between December 11 and 17, 
Israel cooperated with an American 
delegation representing the FBI, the 


Justice Department and the prosecu¬ 
tion , headed by the Legal Adviser to 
the State Department, Judge Abra¬ 
ham Sofaer, to provide the prosecu¬ 
tion with enough material to extract 
a guilty plea from Pollard. But Pol¬ 
lard was apparently undaunted and. 
on the advice of his lawyer, intends 
to fight in court. 

Both Israel and the U.S. are ex¬ 
tremely concerned about Pollard’s 
decision, since a court battle will 
both reopen newly-healed wounds 
and undoubtedly lead to heavy Jus¬ 
tice Department pressure on the 
Pentagon and Israel's Defence 
Ministry to provide the evidence 


necessary to convict Pollard. Such 
evidence would include the docu¬ 
ments Pollard allegedly handed to 
his Israeli controllers from the De¬ 
fence Ministry’s now defunct ultra¬ 
secret Bureau of Scientific Liaison 
(Lekem ). For the Pentagon this 
would mean making public docu¬ 
ments whose content could prove 
extremely embarrassing vis-a-vis its 
Middle East allies. Israel will face 
.the dilemma of cooperating with the 
U.S., and thereby providing evi¬ 
dence to prosecute a man who, to all 
intents and purposes, was working 
for the State.

Bread, milk and coffee go up, fuel comes down

The price of bread, milk and cof¬ 
fee went up as of midnight, while 
flour, some flour products, fuel and 
electricity went down in price, the 
Treasury and the Ministry of Trade 
and Industry announced. 

The Treasury was unable to win 
Transport Ministry agreement to a 
25 per cent increase-in public trans¬ 
port fares. Transport Minister Haim 
Corfu maintains that feres should 
only go up from April. 

The Treasury said yesterday that 
Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda’i 
will put the feres increase issue to the 
next cabinet meeting. 

As of midnight astandard loaf will 
cost 25 per cent more. Milk goes up 
by 5 per cent, the roasted coffee by 
14 per cent and instant coffee by 8 


per cent. But fuel prices will drop by 
2 to 10 per cent, flour, and floor 
products such as Doodles and pasta, 
by 5 per cent and electricity by 2 per 
cent. The rise in the price of bread 
and milk is part of the Treasury's 
policy of slashing subsidies on basic 
commodities. 

The Treasury indicated that the 
subsidy rates for bread and milk 
were still far from what was targeted 
for next year. Hence, further price 
hikes are likely. 

According to the Treasury, the 
price reductions will more than 
offset the effect of the increases on 
the Consumer Price Index. The price 
changes are expected to bring the 
price index down by 0.75 per cent. 

Following are the new prices. (The 
old prices are in brackets:) Petrol. 91 
octane, NIS .88 (NIS .91) per litre; 


Petrol, 96 octane, NIS 1.01 (NIS 

I. 04); diesel fuel, NIS .55 (NIS .60); 
kerosene, NIS .63 (NIS .66); cook-. 
ing gas, per 12 kg. balloon. NIS 

II. 78 (NIS 12.42); cooking gas, per 
cubic metre central service. NIS 2.76 
(NIS 2.90). Electricity rates, both 
for domestic and industrial use, are 
down by 2 per cent. 

In a separate development, Ener¬ 
gy Minister Moshe Shahal ended the 
gas companies’ practice of charging 
central gas users 92 per cent of their 
last bill as an advance payment to¬ 
wards the next billing period. Shahal 
said that the stabilization of prices 
bad made this unnecessary. 

Consumer groups have long com¬ 
plained that it was unfair to require 
the public to act as bankers for the 
gas companies by extending them 
credit for their operations.

.The couple’s appeal to the Sup¬ 
reme Court was submitted four years 
ago. 

In yesterday's decision. Justice 
Miriam Ben-Porar, speaking for the 
majority, agreed that the decision to 
have a child was indeed the parents’. 


But in this case, she added. the 
parents had derided not to have a 
child if there was a chance that it 
would be afflicted with a genetic 
disease, and they had sought medical 
advice to determine this. 

Thus, she ruled, the negligence 
entailed in the child’s birth was the 
responsibility of the doctor who 
advised them. 

Justice Aharon Barak, supporting 
the child's right to sue, noted that the 
child owed both his life and his 
disability to the doctor. Differing 
with Ben-Porat's reasoning, He said; 
“Even if the child were to argue that 
he prefered non-existence to life, 
that claim could not be heard.” 

In a dissenting opinion. Justice 
Eliezer Goldberg said that “the right 
of a child to non-existence is beyond 
the powers of human reasoning,” 
and thus beyond the competence of 
the court.

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Coalition ducks showdown on race and PLO bills

The coalition executive yesterday decided to 
postpone a showdown over the “anti-racism" 
and "anti-PLO” bills after last minute opposi¬ 
tion in the Labour Party caucus and in the 
*religious lobby’. 

The long and often bitterly fought passage of 
both bills through the Knesset is now post¬ 
poned for at least another week. 

Yesterday’s events were a slap in the face for 
the coalition's trouble-shooters. Justice Minis¬ 
ter Moshe Nissim and Energy Minister Moshe 
Shahal, who had forged an agreement to link 
the two bills as a means of by-passing opposi¬ 
tion m both the Likud and Labour. 

The precipitous deterioration in the rela¬ 
tions between the two major parties is re¬ 
flected in the failure of both bills to get as far as 
the plenum for their second and third reading. 


Labour sources said last night The bills were 
returned to the Knesset Law Committee 
yesterday and are likely to be discussed again 
by the coalition executive next week. » 

The first bill, an amendment to the Penal 
Code, would make incitement to racism a 
punishable offence. The second would outlaw 
most forms of contact with terrorist organiza¬ 
tions. Their linking was reportedly decided on 
at cabinet level with the approval of Prime 
Minister Peres. 

The Erst storm blew up in the Labour 
caucus, when a group of “doves,” led by MK 
David Liba’i, objected both to the anti-PLO 
bill and to the linkage. The agreement to link 
the bills was defended strongly by Energy 
Minister Moshe Shahal and with less enthu¬ 
siasm by caucus whip MK Rafi Edri. 

Three votes were held, amidst mutual recri¬ 
minations, with the caucus eventually opting 


for a camouflaged form of freedom of consci¬ 
ence: Alignment members wanting to vote 
against the bill in the plenum would have to 
receive the permission of Edri - who let it be 
known that he would approve all such re¬ 
quests. 

Labour’s decision was denounced by the 
Likud as a violation of the linkage agreement 
“What does meeting with (terrorist leader) 
Abu Nidal have to do with freedom of consci¬ 
ence,’' Justice Minister Moshe Nissim asked in 
a stormy meeting with Shahal. 

With Labour having put the passage of the 
bills in doubt, the religious parties decided to 
give vent to their misgivings over the bill 
forbidding racial incitement. ‘This b31 strang¬ 
les me," said Interior Minister Yitzhak Peretz 
of Shas at a meeting of the religious lobby. 
“Religious Jews in Israel will be more oppres¬ 
sed than the Jews in Russia." 


MK Avraham Sbapira summed up the reli¬ 
gious position when he said that the bill would 
make him a criminal for reciting the Havdala 
praver at the conclusion of the Sabbath. "Will 
a Modem who does not want a Jew buried in a 
Moslem graveyard be considered a racist?" he 

asked. ... . . 

The religious lobby decided to make its 
support of the bill conditional on the inclusion 
erf a sentence to the effect that “Jewish law 
(Halacha) will not be considered racism.” 

Yesterday’s storm marked another low 
point in the relations between the partes. 
Things could get much worse if the anti-PLO 
tail is brought to the plenum next week and a 
sizeable number of Alignment MKs, including 

Minister-without-Portfolio, Ezer Weianan, 
vote against. That, Likud sources saia last 
night, would be a gross infringement of an 
agreement between the two parties.

Portugal releases

tawi. 

“We released the man called Al- 
Awad on Sunday, and handed him to 
the appropriate authorities to be 
expelled from Portugal,” said 
Celeste Ramos, bead of the coun¬ 
try's prison services. Yousef Al- 
Awad served nearly two years in 
connection with the killing of Sarta- 
wion April 10,1983. 

He was convicted only of entering 
Portugal with a false passport and 
sentenced to three-and-a-half years 
in jail.

Labour dispute declared in 
Haifa factories, public offices

HAIFA. - The Haifa Labour Coun¬ 
cil last night declared a labour dis¬ 
pute at all factories and public in¬ 
stitutions in the city as a preliminary 
to a general strike. 

The decision was taken at a fall 
meeting of the council in response to 
what it described as a lack of govern¬ 
ment action to ease rising unemploy¬ 
ment in the area, and in protest 
against the continued closure of 
Israel Shipyards. 

Council secretary Moshe Wert- 
man said there were now 10,000 
registered jobless in the region, and 
a further 2.000 are facing dismissal in 
the near future. 

He called on the government to 
declare Haifa a deprived area and 
take the necessary steps to create 
jobs. 

Council official Yehuda Ben-Nun 


reported on his meeting yesterday 
with Israel Shipyards' receiver 
Amram Blum. He said the receiver 
was still awaiting the appointment of 
a general manager and the transfer 
of government funds to run the yard. 

He said Finance Minister Yitzhak 
Moda’i apparently wants a recovery 
plan submitted before he will for¬ 
ward any funds. 

Mahanaymi dies 

Tat-Aluf (Brig. Gen.) Gideon 
Mahanaymi, the prime minister's 
deputy adviser on combatting terror 
died of a heart attack in Raraat Gan 
last night. 

Mahanaymi, 58, had filled many 
intelligence positions before assum¬ 
ing his latest post.

Pollard’s decision to go to court is 
probably based, in part, on the 
assumption that neither the Israelis 
nor the pentagon will respond 
favourably to the Justice Depart¬ 
ment’s requests for evidence, given 
the acute sensitivity of the docu¬ 
ments. Pollard’s counsel has 
apparently dedded that his client is 
likely to receive a lighter sentence by 
standing trial. 

Wolf Blitzer adds from Washing¬ 
ton: 

■ The-U.S. Attorney for the District 
of Columbia has not yet entered into 
anyplea bargaining procedures with 
attorneys representing Pollard and 
his wife, Anne Henderson-Pollard. 

Both are still in the District of 
Columbia jail awaiting the outcome 
of a secret U.S. Grand Jury which is 
taking evidence related to the case. 

James F. Hibey, attorney for Mrs. 
Henderson-Pollard, yesterday told 
The Post that the Grand Jury is to 
issue indictments “within the next 
week or two.'’ But he noted that the 
U.S. Attorney may seek yet another 
extension in advance of any formal 
indictments. 

Hibey said that since this was a 
Federal case, neither of the Pollards 
had had to enter a formal pre- 
indictment plea. But he noted that 
both Pollards had originally pleaded 
not guilty when they were arrested in 
November. 

Pollard, a civilian analyst for the 
U.S. Navy, has been accused of 
providing Israel with numerous sec¬ 
ret documents in exchange for pay¬ 
ment of some SI ,500 dollars a month 
for a year and a half. 

He has been charged with espion¬ 
age, which carries a maximum sent¬ 
ence of life in prison. His wife has 
been charged with possessing unau¬ 
thorized materia], which carries a 
maximum 10-year prison sentence.

Workers must cooperate 
to save shipyard jobs - Corfu 


Transport Minister Haim Corfu 
yesterday urged the Haifa shipyard 
workers to cooperate with the re¬ 
ceiver so that he could get the ship¬ 
yard working again. ■ 

Corfu was replying to a no- 
confidence motion by Chaike Gross- 
man (Mapam), who charged that the 
appointment of a receiver was the 
first step towards dosing down the 
shipyards. 

The motion was defeated, the vote 
being along coalition-opposition 
lines. But Histadrut Secretary- 
General Yisrael Kessar (Alignment) 
and Ya'acov Shamai, who leads the 
Likud representation in the Histad¬ 
rut, voted with the opposition. 

Corfu said that those who were 
encouraging the workers to demons¬ 
trate and resort to violence were 
deluding them. There was an explicit 
government decision to open the 
shipyard, but the workers must 
make this possible. 

Electronic voting approved 
The Knesset yesterday voted NIS 
100,000 from the 1986/^7 budget of 
the House to install an electronic 
voting system in the plenum. 

Deputy Speaker Aharon Nahmias 
said yesterday that the system could 
be installed in four months. 

Because of the possibility that 


MKs might abuse the key and the 
card systems to substitute for absent 
colleagues, with or fvithout their 
permission, it was suggested that 
voting might be byafingerprint, using 
the pattern recognition process. 

Tumk: Banks may short-change 
Clarin clients 

State Comptroller Yitzhak Tumk 
warned yesterday that the monopoly 
granted by the courts to the banks, 
the big creditors of Clarin Housing 
Corporation, in the appointment of 
die receivers, could easily tempt 
them to sell off all the Clarin prop¬ 
erties at a bargain price thus ensur¬ 
ing that they get their own debts 
repaid quickly, but leaving home- 
purchasers in the lurch. 

Righteous Gentiles' pensions 

The Knesset Labour and Social 
Affairs Committee this week 
approved the agreement between 
the Treasury and the National Insur¬ 
ance Institute giving pensions to 31 
Righteous Gentiles living in Israel. 

The Righteous Gentiles, who 
risked their lives and those of their 
families during the Nazi Holocaust, 
when they rescued Jews from exter¬ 
mination, will get NIS 850 monthly 
in addition to the usual old-age pen¬ 
sion.

Two men were yesterday tound 
guilty by the Jerusalem District court 
of murdering Jerusalem taxi driver 
David Caspi last April. 

Mohammed A’shur (26) of 
Shuafat was sentenced to life impris¬ 
onment. His accomplice, a minor, 
was given a 24-year sentence. The 
judges ruled that the murder had 
been committed for nationalist 
reasons. 

The two stopped Caspi’s cab at the 
Russian Compound ana asked to be 
taken to Shuafat.

aimed it at Caspi. Caspi fought him 
and, in the struggle, the youth was 
wounded in the shoulder.

The judges found that although 
the two bad originally claimed their 
motive was robbery, they had, in 
fact, killed Caspi for natio nalis t 
reasons.

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LUXEMBOURG. — The European 
Court of Justice ruled yesterday that 
a British Government policy effec¬ 
tively banning North Sea oil exports 
to Israel does, not violate European 
Coramnnity law. 

The EC court ruled that the 1975 
agreement of association between 
the EC and Israel “does not prohibit 
the imposition of new quantitative 
restrictions or measures having 
equivalent effect on exports from a 
[European Co mmuni ty] member 
state to Israel." 

In 1982, Bulk Oil AG of Switzer¬ 
land was fined $15 million in Britain 
for trying to sell British North Sea 
crude to Israel. The oil was sold to 
Bulk by Sun Oil Trading Co. 

Under a policy formulated by a 
Labour government in 1979 and la¬ 
ter adopted by the Conservative gov¬ 
ernment, Britain authorizes exports 
of North Sea oil to only the 12 EC 
states, member nations of the Inter¬ 
national Energy Agency, and Fin¬ 
land. 

In court bearings in Britain. Sun 
Ofl and Bulk Oil both asked for an 


EC court ruling on .whether the 1975 
association agreement allowed Bri¬ 
tain to restrict exports to Israel. 

The EC court ruling cannot be 
overturned in any court in Britain. 

Under EC law, opinions of the 
European court take precedence 
over national legislation or court 
decisions. 

The case was seen as a key test of 
the rights of EC members to main¬ 
tain the rules of the Arab boycott of 
Israel, often a condition for trade 
with lucrative Arab markets. 

. The matter is to be raised in Par¬ 
liament by Conservative member 
Teddy Taylor, who wants the gov¬ 
ernment to either admit that it is 
boycotting Israel or abandon the 
boycott altogether. 

Britain has always claimed that its 
oil export guidelines are not aimed at 
Israel. Israel is only affected since 
she is not a member of the European 
Community or the International 
Energy Agency, to whom exports 
were confined during the 1979 world 
Oil shortage. (AP, JTA) 




Mattityahn Pried

“One of them is superfluous and 
the other a farce.” 

Mattityahn Peied, one of the two 
progressive List for Peace MKs , was 
speaking about the anti-terrorism 
and an ti-racism amendments that 
were to have been before the Knesset

The . proposed amendment to the 
Prevention of Terrorism Ordinance 
is “ completely superfluous, ” says 
Peied, a retired IDF nuyor-general, 
because Israel fr 8 * sufficient compre¬ 
hensive laws to prosecute Israelis 
assisting terrorism or spying on be¬ 
half of terrorists. 

The proposed amendment, which 
would forbid meetings between 
Israelis and members of the PLO, is 
designed to prevent the Legitimization 
of the PLO in the ey es of the Israeli 
public. 

“I’ve met hundreds of times with 
Fatah leaders,” says Peied. speaking 
of the past 10 years. He draws a 
careful line between Fatah and the 
rejeetkmist factions. While Fatah 
does not shy away from using vio¬ 
lence, he says, it is m principle com¬ 
mitted to the idea of a political settle¬ 
ment of the Middle East conflict. 
Peied won’t meet with George 
Habash or Ahmed Jibrii {“and they 
haven’t shown an interest in meeting' 
me 1 *), because, he implies, they are 
committed to violence. 

When it comes to the PLO (and - 
Fatah) leader and to Fatah in gener¬ 
al, says Peied, “there is someone to 
talk to and something to talk about” 
—and the anti-te r rorism amendment 
is “designed specifically to prevent 
this message form getting to the 
Israeli public.” The amendment has 
a dear political rather than security 
aim, he says, pointing out that it does 
not forbid Israeli academics from 
meeting PLO men at academic 
gatherings,’ 1 so long as there is no 
political contact,” to nse the phrase 
of the amendment. 

■ He fears that the law will involve 
discrimination, with political leaders 
deciding whom to prosecute on the 
basis of political considerations. As 
for himself and the PLP, be says: 
“We have always been law-abiding. 
But we will seek ways, within the law, 
to continue meeting with the FIX).*’ 
Referring to the second bill, he 
says: “I support legislation against 
radon. But this is a farce.” If you 
want to legislate against racism, you 
can adopt one of two methods - yon 
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and incite to racism, or deiegtthnize 
“discrimination.”. . 

The U.S. broke the back of racism 
in the South by using legislation to 
make discrimination ill egal . “But the 
proposed [Israeli] amendment does 
not prohibit [or refer to] discrimina¬ 
tion. Hence, it has no teeth, it is vagne 
and [will be] ineffective,” says Peied. 

He predicts that Kach leader Mear 
Kahane will, for instance, revert to 
“quoting scriptural passages and 
Maixnonides [to make his racist 
points]... Who is going to prosecute 
him for that?” 

Peied says that the “veal aim of the 
racism amendment was to legitimize 
the first [anti-terrorism! amend-, 
ment. The two were construed as 
politically symmetrical, thus J[tbe 
Israeli political system) regards rife) 
Israeli Nazi party *nd the favapu 
peace movement as equally bad;**: 

Peied is optimistic about Middle 
East peace moves. He tbinkr the 
recent f ‘J(M-danian-PLO-American 
negotiations in Amman brought re¬ 
sults, not a breakthrough, but clear 
[positive] results.”, fie cites last 
week's State Department statement 
on the Palestinian problem being 
more than a refugee problem, as a 
Sign of the progress made, as was 
Arafat’s response. “When in the past 
did the PLO ever approve a State 
Department statement?”

Monday's kidnapping are designed to exploit that 
resentment to gain popularity and upstage Amal 
by showing that Hizbollah is “doing more" against 
Israel. 

In return for the release of the captured Israelis.

The aims of Amal and the Hizbollah. he 
believes, are poles apart. Unlike the fundamental¬ 
ist Hizbollah adherents. Amal wants stability in 
tbc south so that the Sbi'ite community can better 
itself. The organization, he points out. was found¬ 


ed by Moussa Sadr in 1975. to advance Shi'ite 
welfare. 

But Bailey, who was an adviser to the Defence 
Ministry during the first phase of the Lebanon 
War. believes that Israel's presence in South 
Lebanon has set off a dynamic of violence that can 
only be to its detriment. 

The violence, he says, serves the extremists. 
Therefore, it may be in Israels best interests to 
leave the area before the situation deteriorates 
completely. 

Bailey acknowledges that Amal is active against 
Israel and the SLA in South Lebanon. But he says 
that unless it acts to dislodge Israel from the 
security zone. Syria will not acquiesce in the 
group's moves against the Palestinian terrorists. 

Where does all this lead? Israel. Bailey main¬ 
tains. should seek an arrangement whereby Amal 
would maintain security in South Lebanon in 
conjunction with Unifil. Unifil could provide 
infrastructure, such as roadblocks, while Amal 
could furnish the intelligence and maintain a 
home-guard in every village to prevenr hosrile 
activity. 


Thousands of 
children hurt 
at school

Six thousand children were in¬ 
jured in schools last year, half of 
them in the playgrounds, during 
break. 

“Pupils' violence and rowdiness 
were responsible for most injuries,*’ 
says the Education Ministry's Shai 
Gadish. 

According to Gadish, a third of 
those Injured were treated by school 
nurses. The others needed casualty 
ward treatment or hospitalization 
proper. 

“The older the kids the fewer the 
violent incidents.” says Gadish. 
“Pupils in grades 5-5 are particularly 
rough and have the highest rate of 
school accidents.”

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Ancient boat is kept wet 
to prevent disintegration

LAKE KINNERET. - The ancient 
boat found beneath the shores of 
Lake Kinneret. described as provid¬ 
ing “a quantum leap forward in our 
knowledge of ancient seafaring” by 
archeologist Shelley Wachsmann.' 
will be extracted from the mud with¬ 
in the next few days. But it will then 
have to be kept immersed in a che¬ 
mical solution for some seven years 
before it becomes sturdy enough for 
public display. 

“Unless care is taken, the wood 
will disintegrate and turn to dust.” 
said Wachsmann. inspector of 
underwater antiquities for the Anti¬ 
quities Department. 

The boat is the first ancient craft 
ever to be retrieved in Israel, and 
primary concern is being given to its 
preservation once it is removed from 
the mud which has protected it for 
some 2.000 years. Volunteers kept 
pouring water over the boat's ex¬ 
posed parts yesterday to prevent the 
waterlogged wood from drying out. 
which would lead to its cellular col¬ 
lapse. The area's heat and low 
humidity make preservation of the 
boai more difficult. 


“The first thing we will do after 
removing it is to place it for several 
months in water that is close to 
freezing." said archeologist Oma 
Cohen of the Hebrew Llniversity of 
Jerusalem, who is in charge of the 
preservation efforts. This cold bath 
is intended to prevent the develop¬ 
ment of bacteria and fungi. Mean¬ 
while, a large bathtub" is to be 
prepared in the still unfinished Allon 
Museum at Kibbutz Ginnosar, about 
300 metres away. The tub will be 
filled with a chemical solution which 
will be CQntijipaiiy heated to temper¬ 
atures ranging from 30 to 60 degrees. 
This process wiU^mnit the durable 
chemical gradually to replace the 
water which presently constitutes 
the bulk of the boat's weight and 
content. 

Wachsmann, who is excavating 
the boat with archeologist Kurt 
Raveh. said that it offers the first 
insight into marine activity on the 
biblical Sea of Galilee. 

The method of construction, be 
said, was identical to that of other 
vessels of the period. The boat has 
tentatively been dated to the first 
century BCE on the basis of an oil 
lamp and cooking jar found in it. 


Computer problem delays 
Labour voters’ list

TEL AVIV. - Computer problems 
have delayed the compiling of a 
voters’ roll for the Labour Party’s 
internal elections next month. The 
initial roll, based ou the returns of 
rhe recent party census, was with¬ 
drawn last week, after members 
complained that up to 20 per cent of 
those who paid membership dues 
were not included. .. 

A party spokesman explained that 
a wayward computer had apparently 
been the cause of the problem, 
scratching out names which were 
misspelled or otherwise problema¬ 
tic. The new rolls are expected to be 
ready next week. 

,- Party members will go to the polls 
on March 18 to elect 3.101 delegates 
to the party's convention on April 8. 
9 and 10: A month later, on May 8. 
the convention delegates will meet 


again to elect the approximately 
1.000 members of the central com¬ 
mittee. 

The central committee elections, 
which are the real test of strength in 
the party, will not take place during 
the convention to avoid the conven¬ 
tion debates being swamped by poli¬ 
ticking. the spokesman said.- 

Next mouth's ballot wifi also in¬ 
clude elections to the branch secre¬ 
tariats. which are the bodies that 
elect the party's representatives in 
the Knesset, the Histadrut and other 
national fomms. 

An unofficial distribution of con¬ 
vention delegates, based on the first 
computer compilation, has given the 
largest chunk - 223 delegates-to the 
Haifa area, where Labour has tradi¬ 
tionally been strong. Tel Aviv will 
have 208 delegates and Jerusalem 
149. 


Racism bill 6 is too weak’

The proposed amendment to the 
Penal Code that makes publication 
of incitement to racism punishable 
by five years imprisonment is a very' 
unsatisfactory measure that merely 
touches the tip of the iceberg, 
according to one of the country’s 
best-known academic experts in cri¬ 
minal law. The second and third 
readings of the amendment were 
yesterday postponed until next 
week. 

Emeritus Professor Shneor Zal¬ 
man Feller, who taught criminology 
at the Hebrew University of Jeru¬ 
salem until last year, believes that “a 
racist organization is a terror group 
in different guise." 

Feller told The Jerusalem Posr. 
“The issue of racist incitement will 
not be tackled properly by the 
arrangements provided for in this 
amendment. 

“What Israel urgently needs today 
is not just a law to prohibit the 
publication of incitement to racism, 
but a far wider measure making it 
possible to physically dismantle the 
organizational structure of every 
group involved in racist talk and 
action,” he said. 

“We urgently need a law which, 
unlike the present amendment, will 
define what a racist organization is. 
and prescribe penalties for mem¬ 
bership and activity in such an orga¬ 
nization,” he went on. “We need the 
powers to close down and eradicate 
such organizations. We need the 
powers to seize their property and 


assets, and punish all those who talk 
or act in support of racist organiza¬ 
tions. Racist organizations and those 
who associate with them must be put 
beyond the pale. ** 

Feller said that a comparison of 
what went on at the recent Kach 
party convention with the fascist 
political conventions in the 1920s 
and 1930s in Europe proves that 
racist organizations are as big a 
threat to the nation as terrorist orga¬ 
nizations. 

Knesset Law Committee Chair¬ 
man Eli Kutas also says that the 
amendment is far from being a solu¬ 
tion to the problem of racist incite¬ 
ment facing Israel. While he advo¬ 
cated passing the measure, for the 
little which it admittedly would do. 
Kulas warned that those MKs who 
“had whipped themselves up into a 
hysteria of enthusiasm about the 
amendment were pulling the woo! 
over the public's eyes.” 

Kulas said ‘ L tbe'law is just a small 
beginning in the right direction, but 
when it comes to coping with Kach it 
is far from adequate.” 

Kulas blamed MKs on both the 
right and left for not having consi¬ 
dered the measure and its applica¬ 
tion carefully enough. 

“We can't stop Kahane and his 
followers in advance if we suspect 
that they intend to disseminate racist 
incitement at some scheduled 
event,” Kulas said. “We have to wait 
till after the damage is done. The law 
affects incitement published in the 
media or at some public gathering. 


Late night line-up

KHADR. - It was a night like any 
other on the road from Bethlehem to 
Hebron. The first report said a mis¬ 
sile had been fired at a bus. But by the 
time the army, the police and a 
mobile forensic laboratory crew ar¬ 
rived on the scene, it turned out to be 
perhaps a rock, or a home-made 
grenade that hadn't gone off, which 
had hit the window of the*bus and 
inflicted some scratches on the driv¬ 
er. 

So the Egged personnel and the 
sappers studied the broken glass and 
looked at the bus from aU angles 
along the verge where the driver had 
pulled over, about 500 metres from 
the spot where, he said, be had seen 
a flash and felt the bang. But who 
knows, said an officer in the driver's 
seat of a Ford Escort, what the driver 
might have seen. 

The Beduin tracker unit searched 
for. footprints alongside the road, 
which was lit by klieg lights, the 
headlights of jeeps and trucks, and 
the soldieis’ flashlights. Blue lights 
blinked a path from the twisting 
curve from which the object bad 
been thrown. 

Officers gathered a group of sol¬ 
diers around a jeep’s headlights to 
study a map. Then they decided to 
bring the men in the houses over¬ 
looking the road out onto the large 
parking lot alongside Solomon's 
Pools. The tourist site bad become 
an interrogation centre. 

All the lights in the houses nearby 
were on at first, but as the soldiers 
made their way toward the single- 
storey homes with their Eiffel 
Tower-style television antennas, 
they blinked off into darkness, one 
by one. 


Two soldiers approached each 
house. In the first, a woman in a 
yellow robe opened the door; The 
soldiers went in and a moment later a 
man and a boy came out. They were 
sent to stand next to a stone wall 
alongside another of the houses. The 
boy held back, glancing at his 
mother on the porch. But a soldier 
waved him on to the wall. 

And then they started coming 
from the other bouses, too. The 
soldiers didn't shout, and the men, in 
house-slippers and sweaters - no 
time for jackets - walked out, slap¬ 
ping their hands against their arms, 
passing cigarettes one to the other. 
Not enough time to bring cigarettes 
either. 

A soldier held their orange ID 
cards. Eventually there were two 
dozen men lined up in front of the 
jeeps. From the porches of the build¬ 
ings, the women looked on, holding 
their housecoats tight to their bodies 
with one hand, the other hand held 
palm to cheek or stretched oat in a 
begging, anxious gesture. 

The lab men sprayed the foot¬ 
prints found by the tracker. Casts 
would be made, but the tracker said 
that it would be easier to search in 
the morning. Of course, he added, 
there will also be a lot of soldiers’ 
footprints by then. In the morning, 
the soldiers would resume the search 
for the remains of whatever it was 
that had smashed the ride window of 
the bus that had only had a driver as 
a passenger. 

And in the morning the laconic 
iwo-paragraph newspaper story 
would say only that a driver was 
slightly wounded when his bus was 
bit by a home-made grenade on the 
road from Bethlehem to Hebron, 
near Solomon's Pools. 


general's office makes it mandatory 
for teachers to supervise breaks, but 
two or three teachers are not 
enough.

Budget cuts have made the das- 
sTooms almost as dangerous as the 
playgrounds.

When teaehers 
are ill. the principals have no choice 
but to declare free periods, which 
leave tile kids unsupervised.” he 
explains. 

When pupils are older, the soccer 
fields and basketball courts are the 
main arenas for accidents: 15 per 
cent of last year’s injuries were 
physical education classes. Field 
trips accounted for another 7 per 
cent. 

The northern district consistently 
reports fewer injuries than the cen¬ 
tral and southern districts. “Partly, 
that's perhaps because principals are 
less strict about filing reports, but I 
suspect that they do have fewer 
accidents because there are more 
kibbutzim, moshavim and small 
communities there. It's a different 
population,” Gadish says.

Auschwitz film 
may be shown in 
both Germanys

It was produced from film 
shot by a Soviet Army movie crew 
which entered the camp with the 
Red Army's front line units in Janu¬ 
ary 1945. 

The' West German production 
company Chronos obtained the film 
from the Soviet government. 

Chronos's owner. Bengt von zur 
Muelen. said that the interest in the 
film in both Germanys had been 
generated by press reports. 

The more shocking moments of 
the film, showing the post-mortem 
examination of children's corpses, 
will not be included in the 
documentary, he said. 

Chronos has given copies of the 
film to Yad V as hem, the Holocaust 
memorial in Jerusalem, and to Beth 
Hatefutsotb in Tel Aviv.

The Ministry of Communications 
announced yesterday that a stamp 
devoted to the fight against racism 
will be issued in July. The proposal 
by Minister of Communications 
Amnon Rubinstein was approved by 
the Ministerial Committee on Sym¬ 
bols.

Search on for attacker 
in Beit Shemesh area

Police were searching the Beit 
Shemesh area and surrounding 
forests yesterday for a 25-30 year-old 
man suspected of trying to murder a 
Jerusalem man earlier in the day. 

Ami Mesika. 27, a student at the 
Lev Banim Yeshiva, told police 
yesterday his attacker ■‘wore a kippa 
yet may have been Arab.” 

Mesika. driving a Peugeot truck to 
Jerusalem, stopped at about 11 a. m. 
some 500 metres from the Sba’ar 
Hagai intersection to pick up a lone 
hitch-hiker. “He sat for barely a 
minute and before I knew it a gun 
was in ray belly and he was ordering 
me to drive in the direction of the 
forest,” Mesika said. 

According to Mesika. the suspect 
bad pulled the trigger, but the gun 
had malfunctioned, preventing the 
bullet from being fired. “We started 
fighting and ail I remember was 
having a bard time controlling the 
car.” 

Mesika said that the suspect had 
then escaped and run off in the 
direction of the forest. 

Ehud Ya’ari attacks 
media for ‘saturnalia’ 
of murder coverage 

TEL AVIV (Itim). - Eliud Ya'ari, 
Israel Television's Arab Affairs re¬ 
porter and husband of Hava Ya'ari, 
who is being held on a charge of 
murdering American tourist Mala 
Melavsky, yesterday attacked the 
media for its “indecent and illegal” 
coverage of the early stages of his 
wife’s investigation. 

Ya'ari said that all decency and 
concern for privacy and for the law 
had been trampled undejfoot by the 
media's sensationalist treatment of 
the case. 

“The Editors Committee, the 
Press Council and the Journalists’ 
Ethics Committee all kept silent as 
some papers rushed to cash in on the 
tragedy," Ya’ari told Itim. He said 
that his would not be the only family 
to fall victim to the “saturnalia” of 
new norms that had recently been 
set. 


Herzog says medical loan 
centre is ‘humanity at its best’

Beit Hanassi yesterday presented 
Yad Sarah with 10 new wheelchairs - 
one for each chapter due to open this 
year - in honour of the medical 
equipment loan organization's 10th 
anniversary. 

Established with only a small 
amount of money to lend equipment 
to the sick, Yad Sarah has 43 chap¬ 
ters around the country. 3,000 regu¬ 
lar volunteers and only seven salar¬ 
ied staffers. It will lend walkers, 
wheelchairs, oxygen balloons, in¬ 
ti alators and other equipment to 
150,000 families this year. 

A ceremony marking its first de¬ 
cade was held at Beit Hanassi yester¬ 
day. in the presence of President 
Herzog and his wife Aura (who 
spent the morning volunteering at 
Yad Sarah's headquarters in Jeru¬ 
salem), Health Minister Mordecbai 
Gur, Yad Sarah founder Uri Lupo- 
liansky and. volunteers and suppor¬ 
ters. 

Herzog termed the organization 


an example of “humanity at its 
best,’’ for it helped those in need 
irrespective of origin, religion or 
race. Yad Sarah was a proper memo¬ 
rial to Lupoliansky's grandmother, 
Sarah, who perished in the Holo¬ 
caust, Herzog said. 

Gur noted Yad Sarah's pioneering 
role in paramedical aid, since it bad 
run ahead of the health establish¬ 
ment in the now-recognized goal of 
providing health care locally in the 
community. Over 12,000 days of 
hospitalization were saved each year 
by die provision of equipment to the 
sick person at home, he said. 

Arye Sochocbover. an 85-year-old 
volunteer, is advising Yad Sarah on 
building its own automated plant to 
launder linens for the elderly and 
sick who need constant changes. 

An Arab resident of Beit Safafa. 
whose father used equipment loaned 
out by Yad Sarah, now works as a 
volunteer. He said that he wished 
relations between Jews and Arabs in 
Israel were as good as those between 
Yad Sarah and the people it served. 
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Kuwait alarmed as 
Gulf war draws near

and agencies 

Hie Kuwaiti and the Jordanian 
parliaments yesterday discussed the 
renewal of fierce fighting between 
Iraq and Iran, with the Kuwaiti 
meeting held in camera and the 
Jordanian an open session. This re¬ 
flects the deep concern of Kuwait 
and the other Persian Gulf states 
over the latest developments. 

Sheikh Sabah al-Ahmad, the 
Kuwaiti foreign minister, reported 
to the parliament on his discussions 
in Damascus on Sunday with Presi¬ 
dent Hafez Assad and on Monday in 
Baghdad with President Saddam 
Hussein. Kuwait apparently was not 
assured that Syria, a staunch ally to 
Iran against Iraq, would intercede 
with Iran concerning Kuwait's anxie¬ 
ty about the fighting, which is now 
veiy near to the Kuwaiti frontier. It 
is recalled that the Kuwaiti parlia¬ 
ment has many times urged its gov¬ 
ernment and that of other gulf oil- 
producing countries to stop any 
financial aid to Syria if it continues to 
support Iran against Iraq. 

Similar demands were raised in 
the Jordanian House of Deputies, 


where the members urged the Arab 
nation to support Iraq by im¬ 
plementing the Arab League Collec¬ 
tive Security Pact. 

Hazem Nuseibah, the Jordanian 
acting -foreign minister, issued a 
statement in Amman condemning 
the Iranian-Libyan statement issued 
in Tripoli and Teheran on Sunday 
evening on the Gulf war. Nuseibah 
said that the statement included 
gross and open sapport for "The 
Iranian aggression” against Iraq. 

Iran and Iraq both reported con¬ 
tinued fierce fighting along their 
battlefront in southern Iraq yester¬ 
day, as the UN Security Council 
prepared to discuss the deteriorating 
situation. 

A large Iranian troop-landing ship 
was “hit and blown up” by missiles 
fired from Iraqi boats in the northern 
tip of the gulf, the Iraqi communique 
added. 

Iran said its forces continued to 
■advance from the oil port of Faw, 
moving north toward Basra, Iraq's 
second largest city, and west toward 
the Iraqi naval base of Umm-Qasr 
next to the Iraqi-Kuwaiti border. 


Battle still rages near 
Johannesburg suburbs 


JOHANNESBURG. - The govern¬ 
ment ordered battle-ready soldiers 
into Alexandra township yesterday, 
where it said rioting has killed 19 
people and injured 37. 

The casualty figures announced in 
Parliament in Cape Town far ex¬ 
ceeded what police had reported 
earlier in the afternoon. 

Pitched battles between young 
blacks, police and troops raged un¬ 
abated for the fourth consecutive 
day yesterday in the black township 
bordering Johannesburg's elite 
northern suburbs, police and resi¬ 
dents reported. 

Police and troops have sealed off 
Alexandra to journalists, who were 
unable to attend a mass meeting of 
several thousand residents at a 
sports stadium in the morning. 

Reports from the area said barri¬ 
cades from overnight street battles 
were still smouldering and streets 
were littered with stones and broken 
glass. 

One churchman reported that loc¬ 
al clinics were packed to capacity 
with injured people when he bad 
tried to seek medical help for a black 
child aged about 10 who had been 
shot by police. 


The Rev. Allan Boesak, an anti¬ 
apartheid leader who tried to get 
into the area but was halted because 
he is '‘coloured," or of mixed racial 
ancestry, and not black, said, “As 
many as 300 have been injured and 
scores have died.” 

Adriaan Vlok, deputy minister of 
law and order, provided the govern¬ 
ment’s casualty toll in response to a 
question from anti-apartheid law¬ 
maker Helen Suzman, who visited 
the riot-tom neighbourhood on 
Monday. 

The Rev. Beyers Naude, general 
secretary of the South African Coun¬ 
cil of Churches, said he was told by 
Alexandra residents yesterday 
morning that “as many as 80 may 
have died.” 

Meanwhile, the South African au¬ 
thorities also announced yesterday 
that charges against black activist 
Winnie Mandela for contravening an 
order banning her from Soweto and 
the Johannesburg area have been 
provisionally dropped. 

Mandela, wife of jailed African 
National Congress (ANC) leader 
Nelson Mandela, was due to appear 
at Kragerdoip magistrates’ court to¬ 
day to answer the charges. 


Several Marcos aides quit 


MANILA. - Several businessmen 
have resigned as economic advisers 
to President Ferdinand Marcos, and 
business and government sources 
said yesterday that some quit be¬ 
cause they regard his election victory 
as fraudulent. 

Felix Maramba, immediate past 
president of the Philippine Chamber 
of Commerce and Industry, said that 
he resigned Monday fron\ the Pres¬ 
idential Productivity Council. 

He declined to give a reason. 

Another businessman, who re¬ 
fused to be identified, said he consi¬ 
dered the council “useless,” 
although election fraud was the 
“overriding reason” for his resigna¬ 
tion. 

Trade minis ter Roberto Ongpin, 
who heads the 50-member council, 


issued a statement saying he asked 
the businessmen to tender “courtesy 
resignations” as part of “a tradition 
[that] enables a new government to 
reorganize a body like the presiden¬ 
tial productivity council. ” 

His statement was described as an 
attempt to lesseD the propaganda 
value of the resignations. 

Yesterday also saw a powerful 
political ally of Marcos being 
charged with the ambush murder of 
seveu opposition supporters on the 
eve of the 1984 National Assembly 
elections. 

The charges against Assembly- 
man Arturo Pacificador and six men 
described as his bodyguards were 
filed with the regional trial court in 
Pacificador’s home province of Anti¬ 
que. . (AP, AFP).

68 die, hundreds hurt in Chilean train crash 

LIMA CHE, Chile (Reuter). - Two crowded passenger trains collided 
head-on in central Chile Monday night, killing 68 people and injuring more 
than 460, police sources said yesterday. 

It was the worst rail disaster in the country’s history. 

Sixty-two bodies were pulled from the twisted wreckage, and hospitals in 
the region treated 464 people for injuries, police said. 

Dutch government stalls on euthanasia bill 

THE HAGUE (Reuter). - The Dutch government has delayed euthanasia, 
legislation despite majority support in parliament. But backers of the bill said 
yesterday the Netherlands is still set to be the first country to allow 
mercy-kflling. 

The issue split the ruling centre-right coalition in parliament as Liberals 
joined opposition parties in supporting the proposal, while their senior 
Christian Democratic partners opposed it. - 
The justice minister suggested postponement of the question, and a 
Liberal spokesman said his intervention had ensured that the bill could not 
become law before the general election due in May. 

Cardboard troops guard East German border 

BONN (Reuter). - East Germany is using soldiers made of cardboard to man 
watch towers along its heavily fortified frontier with West Germany, the 
Interior Ministry in Bonn said yesterday. 

“In the forward frontier area the watchtowers were increasingly left 
unmanned during 1985, and cardboard figures were installed in them to fool 
people trying to escape to the West,” it said. 

More than 700 watchtowers dot the border, running 1,700 km. from the 
Baltic to the Czechoslovak frontier. 

“Ex-Satanist” accused of duping devil’s foes 

MAIDSTONE. England (AFP). - A man calling himself a “reformed 
satanist” allegedly conned several rich Christians into giving him more than 
£200,000 to finance a “war against the devil," a prosecutor charged in court 
here Monday. 

The prosecutor alleged that the victims of Derry Mainwaring-Knight, 46, 
included a viscount, an earl who owns Britain’s prestigious Gobdwood Race 
Course, and the wife of a millionaire Conservative member of Parliament 
Mainwaring-Knight pleaded not guilty to 19 charges of deception. 
According to the prosecution, he persuaded a “loving, caring and kindly” 
church minister, John Baker, that he needed money to rescue members of “a 
satanic circle” and save their souls. 

But instead of saving satanist souls, the prosecution claimed, the defendant 
used the money to buy sports cars, live in luxury hotels and consort with 
prostitutes. 

Family of six die of thirst In the Outback 

DARWIN (AFP). - A family of six found dead on a lonely Outback cattle 
ranch in Northern Australia probably died of thirst after their vehicle bogged 
down m sand, police said yesterday. 

The bodies of three adults and three children were found near a van on 
Newcastle Waters Station, some 500 kilometres south of here. 

Temperatures in the arid outback often reach 50 degrees centigrade. 
Following the discovery of a woman's body Sunday, police found the 
bodies of two men, two young girls and a baby boy. 

24 die in downtown Rio de Janeiro fire 

RIO DE JANEIRO (AP). - Three people jumped to their deaths and 21 
others died from burns or asphyxiation in a fire at a downtown office building 
here yesterday. 

Rio's civil-defence secretary said the fire had spread quickly because the 
46-year-oid building did not meet fire safety standards set for new buildings. 


Discipline costs Betar dear 


U.S. coast 


LOS ANGELES (AP). - A power¬ 
ful Pacific storm pounded the west¬ 
ern U.S. yesterday after the heaviest 
r ain in three decades unleashed 
floods that forced hundreds to flee. 

The storm released mudslides and 
avalanches that cut off towns, swept 
away houses and blocked major 
highways and a railroad line. 

Waves of storms, powered by 
winds up to 160kph. have left at least 
six people dead and three missing 
since striking the coast a week ago. 
More than 450 millim etres of rain 
and 2.5 metres of snow have hit some 
areas since the storms began. 

They were expected to ease by 
yesterday afternoon, allowing res¬ 
cuers a chance to evacuate more 
people before another storm strikes 
by the end of the week, the National 
Weather Service said. 

“They’re talking about three 
weather fronts coming in in the next 
36 hours, dumping something like 
2mm. of rain every three hours," 
said the Tehama County sheriff in 
Red Bluff, on the Sacramento River. 

A state of emergency was declared 
in four northwest Nevada counties 
late Monday because of flooding, 
enabling Gov. Richard Bryan to call 
out the National Guard if needed to 
assist in evacuations. 

Crews piled sandbags to channel 
the Truck ee River through down¬ 
town streets in Reno and Sparks, 
Nevada. The Weather Service said 
winds of up to 160kph. overturned 
large trucks. 

In California’s Sierra Nevada, 
where the storms dropped up to 2.5 
metres of snow, a major highway 
was expected to remain blocked for 
up to a week because of a massive 
rockslide? 

Another slide covered railroad 
tracks, forcing an Amtrak passenger 
train with about 600 people aboard 
to backtrack to Reno. 

An avalanche Monday cut off ab¬ 
out 500 people at June Lake, Cali¬ 
fornia, a ski resort near the Yose- 
mite National Park. Another avalan¬ 
che struck the nearby town of Twin 
Lakes, but no injuries were re¬ 
ported. 

About 600 people were given shel¬ 
ter in California, where flooding 
isolated three towns. 


Legal action clouds Kohl’s future 


BONN. - The announcement that 
Chancellor Helmut Kohl must 
answer criminal charges over his 
testimony to an official inquiiy into 
corruption has plunged him into a 
scandal that could endanger bis poli¬ 
tical survival. 

Kohl, 55, became the first West 
German chancellor ro face criminal 
proceedings Monday when a state 
prosecutor announced be is being 
investigated on suspicion of giving 
false testimony to a parliamentary 
corruption inquiry. 

The charge is punisbable by up to 
five years in jail. 

Kohl's chief spokesman, 
Friedhelm Ost, appeared on the 
main evening television news to 
deny the allegation on the chancel¬ 
lor’s behalf. 

Calling the suspicion unfounded, 
Ost said the chancellor would face 
the proceedings “with equanimity,” 
since he had testified to the best of 
his knowledge and in good faith. 

Ost said proceedings against lead¬ 
ing politicians were not new in West 
German political life, but his office 
acknowledged that it could find no 
precedent for criminal action involve 


mg an incumbent chancellor. 

The allegation that Kohl testified 
falsely to a panel of inquiry of the 
Rhineland-Palatine State Parlia¬ 
ment in Mainz On July 18 last year 
was made by opposition Greens Par¬ 
ty deputy Otto Sdrily, 53, a West 
Berlin lawyer. 

Kohl was state premier as well as 
national chairman of the Christian 
Democratic Party (CDU) in the ear¬ 
ly 1970s. 

Schily accused Kohl of wrongfully 
denying he knew that DM240 mil¬ 
lion (JlOOm). in corporate campaign 
donations were illegally funnelled to 
the CDU and Free Democrats 
through tax-exempt foundations 
from 1968 to 1980. 

Sciiily made his allegation public 
at a Bonn news* conference last 
month, but little notice was taken 
until Monday when Koblenz state 
prosecutor Hans Seeliger 
announced that proceedings based 
pn the charge were going ahead. 

Kohl, who earlier dismissed the 
move as “mad-stin g in g ” before next 
January's election, learned of the 
proceedings against him from news- 
agency reports, Ost said. 


A television news bulletin display¬ 
ed a transcript of Kohl's Mainz testi¬ 
mony showing be answered "No” 
wben asked if he knew of the money¬ 
laundering schemes. 

It sbowed a letter Kohl wrote to 
the chairman of the inquiry two 
months later saying his “answer- 
could be misconstmed...if taken in 
isolation.” 

The Bonn prosecutor's office also 
said it was examining a further 
charge by Schily that Kohl testified 
falsely to a parliamentary inquiry in' 
1984 when he denied receiving DM 
55,000 ($23,500) from the Flick con¬ 
glomerate for CDU party coffers. 

Hans-Jochen Vogel, who leads 
the opposition Social Democratic 
Party in parliament, said in an inter¬ 
view published yesterday in the Col¬ 
ogne Express that it was too soon to 
call on Kohl to resign just because of 
the probe. 

Parliament elects the chancellor, 
and could oust Kohl by propos i ng a 
“constructive vote of no- 
confidence.” Such an action would 
boot out the old chancellor and elect 
a new one in the same vote. (Reuter, 
AP). 


43% of Americans believe in flying saucers

WASHINGTON (AP). - More than 
four out of every 10 Americans be¬ 
lieve that flying saucers are real, 
rockets change the weather, and 
certain numbers bring good luck, 
says a new poll. 

These survey results and others 
indicate that while some Americans 
' are somewhat informed on technolo¬ 
gical issues, “a substantial portion of 
die public is not well informed in 
these areas,” said Jon Miller, direc¬ 
tor of the public-opinion laboratory 
at Northern Illinois University. 

His poll, sponsored by the Nation¬ 
al Science Foundation, found 95 per 
cent of Americans agreeing with the 
statement that "smoking causes se¬ 
rious health problems.” It is a con¬ 


tention the medical profession 
strongly supports. 

However, 75 per cent also agreed 
with a statement that ^“there are 
good ways of treating sickness that 
medical science does not recognize. ” 

Of the second finding. Miller said: 
“It is not dear whether this result is 
an endorsement of folk medi- 
:cine...or a vote of no-confidence in 
the medical profession. Whatever its 
origins, it appears inconsistent with 
the idea of technological literacy.” 

Other findings in Miller's poll, 
conducted among 2,000 randomly 
selected adults late last year, indi¬ 
cated: 

□Forty-three per cent agreed with 
the statement that “it is likely that 


some of tiie unidentified flying ob¬ 
jects that have been reported are 
really space vehicles from other civi¬ 
lizations.” 

□Forty-one per cent agreed that 
“rocket launchings and other space 
activities have caused' changes in 
our weather." 

With II per cent and 12 per cent, 1 
respectively, saying they were not j 
sure about the two statements, that 
left less than 50 per cent disagreeing 
in both cases. Miller said that this 
suggested “a substantial level of con¬ 
fusion between real or likely tech- 1 
oologies and fictional technologies.” 

Forty per cent agreed that "some 
numbers are especially lucky for 
some people."

IN BARDADOS, where there are 
15 Jewish families, everyone reg¬ 
ularly attends synagogue services, 
“out of a sense of mutual responsi¬ 
bility*’ towards each other. Each 
male is acutely conscious that he may 
be the vital tenth man in a minyan 
because some of his neighbours 
might be abroad or ill or unable to 
attend for some otheT reason. 

Barbados, in the West Indies, was 
colonized by the British in 1627. The 
first Jews settled on the island a year 
later, fleeing the Portuguese con¬ 
quest of Brazil which had previously 
been under Dutch administration. 
They established Congregation 
Nidhei Israel (the Banished of 
Israel) in 1654, and Barbados thus 
had the distinction of being three 
years ahead of Britain in permitting 
public worship for Jews. 

The Jewish community prospered 
and grew. At one stage it numbered 
800, including wealthy plantation 
owners and merchants. 

In 1831, a hurricane devasted the 
island’s agriculture and destroyed 
many buildings, including the Bar¬

An island 
of caring

bados synagogue. It was recon¬ 
structed two years later at a cost of 
£4,000, a considerable sum of money 
then. But most of the Jews moved to 
America and England. 

By the end of the 19th century, 
there were only two practising Jews 
left in Barbados. In 1929 Edmund 
Baeza, the congregation’s sole survi¬ 
vor, sold the synagogue. 

IN 1983 THE PROPERTY, which 
meanwhile had served as an office 
building, racing-dub headquarters 
and law library, was acquired by the 
government. The plan was to demol¬ 
ish the building and erect a supreme 
court frufldmgqrythe site. 

The ptesent 1 "Jewish-«ommunrty,r 
which dates back’46<&932, was sud¬ 
denly galvanized ■foftQ'' action and 
together with the Barbados National 
Trust and Caribbean Conservation 
Association persuaded the govern¬ 
ment to place the building under the 
aegis of the Barbados National 


Trust. The final decision was taken 
by cabinet last year. The govern¬ 
ment wanted assurance that it would 
not have to foot the restoration bill 
unaided, and the Jewish community 
was more than willing to pledge its 
assistance. 

Paul Altman, coordinator of the 
restoration project, is the grandson 
of Moses Altman, the tint pioneer of 
the revived Jewish community of 
Barbados. Altman muses that had 
his grandfather left his native Lublin 
in Poland three or four years earlier, 
the synagogue might never have 
been sold at all. Moses Altman 
brought two sons and three daugh¬ 
ters to Barbados and soon they were 
joined by. Jewish families from other 
islands in the West Indies, among 
them the Truss family, which had 
settled first in Guyana and then 
moved on to Trinidad and finally to 
Barbados., 

Aaron Truss’s father came from a 
village near Kiev. His father had 



been aTora scribe. The family name 
in Kiev had been Trusso. The youn¬ 
ger Trusso married in the early iy30s 
and had a son, Misha. As was com¬ 
mon at the time, he left his wife and 
son in the village and set out into the 
world to improve his lot. His target 
was Venezuela. He thought that 
once he had established himself 
there, he would send for his family. 

But he took ill just before the boat 
docked in Guyana, and he was taken 
off the ship. He remained in 
Guyana, and lost contact with his 
wife and son. When World War n 
was over, he was told that they had 
perished. He met a woman whose 
own mother was from Guyana and 
whose father was from Hongkong. 


She was an Anglican, and converted 
to Judaism. According to her son 
Aaron, it was an halachic conver¬ 
sion. 

The couple had three children, for 
whom they thought they could pn> 
vide belter in Trinidad, where two 
more children were born lo them. In 
1953 they joined a small group of 
Jews moving from Trinidad to Bar¬ 
bados. 

AARON TRUSS'S father went to 
work for another Jew who ran a 
successful textile and clothing retail 
outlet. One day in the early 1960s, a 
Russian tourist ship pulled into port 
and into the store walked a child¬ 
hood friend from Kiev, who instant- 
. ly recognized the senior Truss, 
embraced him. and told him that 
Misha had survived the war and had 
been cared for by an aunt. 

In the late 1960s father and son 
were reunited in Moscow. The elder 
Truss went back to Russia twice 
before the Soviet authorities even¬ 
tually granted Misha's request to 
visit his family in Barbados. 

Had his younger brother Aaron 
not entered politics in 1976. Misha 
would have had to wait much longer. 
The Soviets had asked for a formal 
government invitation for him. It 
was only because Aaron had been 
nominated by Che late Prime Minis¬ 
ter Tom Adams to serve in the 
Senate Chamber that the family 
could approach the government of 
Barbados to issue a formal invita¬ 
tion. which was conveyed via the 
Barbadian embassy in London. Like 
bis father before him. Misha left his 
wife and child behind - but he went 
back. After many fruitless applica¬ 
tions, the whole family received exit 
visas three years ago and went to join 
relatives in Canada. 

Truss and his wife spend six 
months of the year in Canada and six 
months in Barbados. 

Aaron Truss is involved in 
the synagogue restoration project 
both as a Jew and in his parliamen¬ 
tary rapacity. The synagogue, once 
restored, he noted, will add to the 
tourist attractions of the island, 
which depends on tourism for more 
than half of its gross national pro¬ 
duct. 

Estimated cost of the project is SI 
million, 10 per cent of which, says 
Altman, is already in hand. Fund 
raising began three months ago. 
“This is not simply a Barbadian 
project,” Altman emphasized. “It's 
an international project." The evi¬ 
dence of this is that the project has 
been adopted by both the American 
Jewish Congress and the Common¬ 
wealth Jewish Trust, through which 
tax deductible contributions can be 
made. 

“We are trying to save a historical 
monument to the movement of the 
Jewish people," explains Altman. 
The Barbados synagogue is one of 
the two oldest synagogues in the 
Western Hemisphere. The other is 
in Curacao. 

Adjacent to the Barbados synago¬ 
gue is a Jewish graveyard in which 
some of the headstones are engraved 
with skull and cross-bones, signify¬ 
ing that there were Jews in Barbados 
who were pirates. Altman observes 
that **it is interesting" that the com¬ 
munity never tried to hide the fact.

Pluralistic 

approach 


The debate on setting up a rabbinical court whose 
rulings would be acceptable to Orthodox, 
Conservative and Reform Jews continues here with 
an opinion from Reform rabbi Moshe Zemer 


A JOINT belt din of the Orthodox. 
Conservative and Reform move¬ 
ments in the U.S. could improve the 
religious scene both balachirally and 
in terms of the needs of klal Yisrael. 

The pluralistic character of 
Halacha is often ignored by those 
who do not cooperate with Jews of 
other movements on religious issues. 
In spite of the great differences be¬ 
tween the Schools of Hillel and 
Shammai, the choice was left to the 
individual to choose his way. The 
Talmud records (Eruvin 6b) that “he 
who wishes to act according to the 
ruling of the School of Shammai may 
do so and he who wishes to act in 
agreement with the ruling of the 
School of Hillel may do so." 

In the modern era, as well, plural¬ 
ism has characterized the application 
of Jewish law to innumerable aspects 
of life. Evidence can be found in the 
current controversy whether Ethio¬ 
pian Jews must undergo conversion. 
Certain members of the Chief Rab¬ 
binate Council disagree with the 
stringent position of the chief rabbis, 
as do the latters’ two predecessors. 

We find a plurality of opinions and 
derisions on conversion within the 
Israel rabbinical establishment. The 
Haifa District Beil Din has frequent¬ 
ly held that a gentile woman who is 
civilly married to a Jew may not be 
converted and these decisions have 
been consistently upheld by the Sup¬ 
reme Rabbinical Court. Yet the late 
chief rabbi Yitzhak Halevi Herzog 
explicitly stated in a similar case: “If 
they come to ask whether to convert 
her or not, we would say: Convert 
her so that she may be married, for 
certainly she and her Jewish mate 
will not be separated” (Responsa 
Heichal Yitzhak , No. 20). 

His position is buttressed by a 
number of other modem respon¬ 
dents. 

Throughout the generations rab¬ 
bis of such opposing views of life and 
approaches to the law were able to 
communicate and cooperate in spite 
of tbeir substantial differences, 
which, at times, were greater than 
those that exist between rabbis of 
different affiliation today. How 
much the more should modem rab¬ 
bis do everything possible to cooper¬ 
ate with mutual respect in the sensi¬ 
tive and crucial area of conversion? 

It is universally accepted that 
mixed marriage is one of the severest 
problems of the Jewish people to¬ 
day.

religious movements in the U.S. as 
well as in otheT countries where only 
Orthodoxy exists. The prophylactic 
measures of Tora education and 
youth movements have not suc¬ 
ceeded in stemming the tide. Ex post 
facto . the only viable solution to 
mixed marriage is a sincere conver¬ 
sion leading to a unified Jewish fami¬ 
ly. 

Conversion is a religious and 
halachic matter that should 'come 
under the aegis of qualified rabbis 
and not a political issue to be decided 
by secularists or by non-Jews in the 
Knesset. However, if the Orthodox 
continue to take an insular stance, 
the determination will fall to politi¬ 
cians who are unqualified to decide. 

There is a history of cooperation 
in halachic matters among the three 
American movements. The Com¬ 
mission on the Jewish Chaplaincy, 
comprising Orthodox, Conservative 
and Reform rabbis, has a joint Com¬ 
mittee on Responsa that offers solu¬ 
tions to halachic problems that affect 
Jewish military personnel. Joint rab¬ 
binical courts operated most success¬ 
fully in Denver. Colorado and Kan¬ 
sas City, Missouri until outside 
pressures put an end to these coop¬ 
erative ventures. 

There are Reform batei din in the 
U.S. and Canada whose conversions 
are in accordance with Halacha. The 
rabbinical courts of the progressive 
movements in Israel, the United 
Kingdom and the continent of 
Europe all require tevila (immer¬ 
sion), circumcision or hatafat dam 
brir (token bloodletting) and the 
acceptance of yoke of the command¬ 
ments. Of course, there may be great 
differences in interpreting each of 
these requirements, but the alterna¬ 
tive is the present situation of in¬ 
creasing intermarriage and assimila¬ 
tion. interspersed by the semi¬ 
annual "Who is a Jew" festival in the 
Knesset. 

This is such a crucial issue that 
every rabbi, whatever his affiliation, 
should attempt to bridge the gap and 
heed the talmudic call: “It is time to 
work for the Lord” (Berachot 63a).

Renamed Israel Fashion Week is a flop

To paraphrase Gertrude Stein's immortal “a 
rose is a rose is a rose" - a flop is a flop is a flop. If a 
rose by any other name smells just as sweet, then a 
flop by any other name smells just as sour. 

Renaming the ill-fated Israel Fashion Week 
“Israel Buyers' Days" has in no way regjamou- 
rized die image of what has degenerated from the 
most sparkling blend of business and pleasure to a 
totally lack-lustre event. 

Only 60 of the 100 buyers who were expected to 
fly in from Europe for the opening yesteitiay at the 
Tel Aviv Hilton had registered by late afternoon. 
Few of them lingered in the'hotel after the 
conclusion of the early morning fashion show 
which drew only minimal and perfiinctory arv 
plause. 


It was the first rime in the 21-year history of 
Israel Fashion Weeks that people were not failing 
over each other in a mad scramble for seats - there 
actually were empty chairs. This was even more 
remarkable when taking into account that the 
Hilton staff had sealed off half the ballroom area. 

Models and manufacturers alike complained 
about the dismal atmosphere, saying that it was 
more like a funeral than a joyful preview of winter 
fashions for 1986/87. 

But Miri Beckenstein, director of the Fashion 
Centre at the Israel Export Institute, said that she 
preferred the new, uncrowded format. “When 
everyone and his mother turned up, it was im¬ 
possible. I never knew for whom it was that we 
were putting on a show,” she said. “Ostensibly it 
was for foreign buyers, but they were always 
overshadowed by all the Israelis whose presence 


served no useful purpose." 

There was very little work for any of the 
manufacturers. They sat around talking to each 
other instead of to buyers, because there were 
hardly any buyers. The malfunction of one of the 
hotel elevators did not affect traffic at all, because 
traffic was almost non-existent. 

Moshe Goius, chairman of the Fashion Centre, 
did not regard the dearth of buyers as a catas¬ 
trophe. Most of those who did come, gpt their 
trips gratis as an incentive to buy in Israel. 

Industry and Trade Minister Ariel Sharon, who 
toured the showrooms, heard fewer gripes about 
the absence of buyers than he did about the lack of 
skilled workers in the fashion industry. It is 
becoming increasingly difficult to recruit staff in 
the textile and fashion industry, because the 
difference between unemployment pay and wages 
is so small, that people have lost the will to work. 


Call to make recycling of 
waste a ‘national priority’ 


Volvo backs restructuring 
of Swedish drug industry

TEL AVTV. - The country could 
save S3S million a year in the' import 
of raw materials and finished pro¬ 
ducts, if wastes now being buried in 
garbage dumps were recycled. The 
benefits to the national economy 
could reach nearly three times that 
figure, taking into account the sav¬ 
ings in local garbage collection and 
the potential for converting waste 
into fertilizers, energy sources and 
landfills. 

This was stated yesterday at a 
press conference by Uri Sapir. 
general manager of Amnir, the re¬ 
cycling division of the American 
Israeli Paper Mills (Hadera). He was 
announcing the formal opening next 
week of the expanded Amnir plant 
in Bnei Brak, which has doubled in 
size to 10 dunam and has added new 
equipment, at a total investment of 
SI.2 million. 

Israel lags behind most Western 
countries in the recycling of paper 
and carton, and even farther behind 
in glass, plastics and metals, the 
Paper Mills' general manager. 


Shmuel Rotem charged. He said 
Amnir plans a national collection 
network for throwaway glass bottles 
and jars, to parallel its current col¬ 
lection system for waste paper. 

According to him the average 
Israeli family has one kilo of old 
newspapers available for recycling 
each week, not to mention other 
household paper and cardboard - if 
only they would place these in the 
appropriate Amnir bins. Our paper 
recycling rate is 24 per cent of all 
paper consumption here-compared 
with a 30 per cent average in the 
western world, 44 per cent in 
Switzerland, and- SO per cent in 
Japan. 

Rotem and Sapir called on the 
government to make recycling a 
“national priority” and to set up a 
centralized Recycling Authority to 
coordinate activities. 

Among its goals should be legisla¬ 
tion to require both business firms 
and households to separate trash 
into categories at source, and laws to 
require the imprint of a recycling 
symbol on all newspapers and con¬ 
tainers. 


STOCKHOLM (Reuter). - Volvo, 
Scandinavia's largest industrial con¬ 
cern, appears to have thrown its 
weight behind a far-reaching restruc¬ 
turing of the Swedish drug industry 
after the forced resignation of the 
head of the country's fastest-growing 
biotechnology group. 

Egyptian-born entrepreneur Re- 
faat el-Sayed announced on Monday 
that he was resigning as chief execu¬ 
tive of his highly successful com¬ 
pany, Fennenta. after admitting last 
week that he had lied about his 
academic qualifications. 

A cautiously-worded Volvo state¬ 
ment said the giant automobile firm 


was still interested in creating a new 
structure for the Swedish biotech¬ 
nology industry and would pursue 
talks with Fennenta in a positive 
spirit. 

Volvo agreed to take a 20 per cent 
stake in Fennenta last month, prom¬ 
ising el-Sayed a major share in 
Volvo-controlled drug companies in 
return. 

The deal, which would make Fer- 
menta Sweden’s largest drug pro¬ 
ducer and put it in the first division of 
pharmaceuticals internationally, has 
still to go through and stockbrokers 
had speculated that Volvo mig ht 
back off after el-Sayed's admission. 


Rank Organization bids for Granada 


Israeli device is tops in 
dampening computer noise 


LONDON (Reuter). - The Rank 
Organization, the British film and 
catering group, said yesterday it was 
making a takeover bid for the Gra¬ 
nada Group, known internationally 
for its production of a string of 
successful television programmes. 

Rank valued Granada, producer 
of series such as “Bridesbead Revi¬ 
sited” and “The Jewel in the 
Crown,” at around £740 milli on 
($1.06 billion). 

It said it was seeking further dis¬ 
cussions with the Granada board, 
with a view to gaining agreement on 
the bid. 


News of the offer sent Granada 
shares powering ahead on the Lon¬ 
don Stock Exchange to touch 312 
pence ($4.46) after last Monday 
night's close at 283 pence ($4.05). 

Rank, which has hotel and televi¬ 
sion interests, reported 1984-85 pro¬ 
fits of £137m. ($196m.), excluding its 
Rank Xerox Office Equipment sub¬ 
sidiary. 

Granada has interests including 
television rentals, motorway ser¬ 
vices. property, bingo and social 
clubs. Its profits for 1984-85 
amounted to £64.4m. ($92 million).

HAIFA. - The Oranim silencers 
company of Kiryat Bialik announced 
Monday that in a challenge match 
with the best available European 
silencers for computer print-out 
machines, held at Israel Aircraft 
Industries, its devices designed and 
manufactured in Kiryat Bialik, “won 
hands down.” 

The acoustic housing was tried out 
on the biggest and noisiest print-out 
machine at the LAI, with a measured 
noise level of 65 decibles. 

The European models reduced 


the noise to 55 decibels, but the 
Oranim silencer clocked in at only 44 
decibels. 

Oranim general manager Ronnie 
Ady told TneJerusalem Post that the 
contest had been arranged to con¬ 
vince the LAI that the Israeli product 
was superior. 

The Oranim silencers, costing 
from $500 to $800, are already keep¬ 
ing things quiet in the print-out 
rooms of Tadiran, the Technion and 
Iscar in Nahariya, he said. 

Already protected by an Israeli 
patent, foreign patents for the device 
have been applied for. 


Stake in control of Israel Railways 


Israel Chemicals should be a party 
to all discussions regarding Israel 
Railways' future, Industry and 
Trade Minister Ariel Sharon told 
Transport Minister Haim Corfu 
on Sunday. 

(Because of the continuing econo¬ 
mic difficulties facing Israel Rail¬ 
ways, some government officials 
have recommended that it be taken 
away from the control of the Trans¬ 
port Ministry and given to the Ports 
Authority, a semi-autonomous 


body.) 

Sharon told Corfu that Israel Che¬ 
micals not only accounts for 75 per 
cent of the railways’ freight revenue, 
but almost 100 per cent of its freight 
volume in the south of the country. 

He reminded Corfu that in the 
past it had been suggested that a 
12-member advisory council be 
appointed to guide the management 
of Israel Railways, and that four 
members be representatives of Israel 
Chemicals.

The centre-right minority govern¬ 
ment of Danish Prime Minister Poul 
Schluter has already announced that 
it will immediately sign the measures 
if the outcome of the referendum - 
as forecast by polls - is positive. 

The Danish parliament rejected 
the reforms, charging that they in¬ 
fringed on the country’s sovereignty, 
in a vote on Januarv 21.

Comment 
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Reappraisal called for 

ACCIDENTS will happen in any war. Some accidents are 
plainly due to blind chance, and are wholly unpredictable. But 
others may suggest a radical flaw in a waning party's entire 
strategic conception. 

The abduction of two Israeli soldiers - and the killing of two 
SLA members - in a terrorist ambush near the edge of the 
security belt in southern Lebanon on Monday, was characte¬ 
rized by Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin as a very serious 
matter. So it obviously was: and it wou/d be a near miracle if the 
large-scale, extensive and aggressive search operation for the 
missing soldiers, which is due to continue today, were to lead to 
their safe return home. Discovering a needle In a haystack 
might be easier. 

That means that they will stay as hostages with whichever 
terrorist organization - and which it is. is for the moment a 
mystery - has carried them away. It is not even clear whether 
they have been taken to the Syrian-controlled Beka'a or - as 
one Shi’ite gang, probably the Hizboliah by a different name, 
claims - to a hospital in Beirut. 

The kidnappers, who appear to be experts in this line of 
business, are still to make public their ransom demands. The 
trade-off of three Israeli war prisoners for 1,150 terrorists in 
Israeli jails is, however, certain to serve as a model. Only this 
time the sky could be the limit of the demands, and the 
terrorists would not miss the opportunity to rub Israel's nose in 
the mud. 

This is a dire prospect in itself, but Mr. Rabin, despite the 
serious view he takes of the abduction, is not too concerned. 

Terrorist attempts against our troops were made before, and 
most of them failed. This one succeeded. Procedures - and the 
missing soldiers acted by the book - may need readjustment. 
But while the security belt will not be expanded, neither will the 
principle behind it be revised. The belt has proved itself an 
essential element in the defence of Israel's north following the 
withdrawal from the Awali. 

In reaching this conclusion, Mr. Rabin must have been, 
encouraged by the fact that the more pessimistic assessments of 
the security belt's chances by military and academic critics 
turned out to have been too alarmist. The nub of the criticism 
was that the lingering presence of hundreds of IDF “instruc¬ 
tors'’ with the SLA in southern Lebanon spelled trouble with 
the Shi’ite majority in the area. Amal, the critics argued, has a 
clear stake in preventing its mortal enemy, the Palestinian 
terrorists, from resuming their Katyusha attacks on Galilee, 
thus bringing on Israeli retaliation again. 

But Amal leader Nabih Bern cannot afford to stamp out the 
PLO danger so long as Israel remains in effect as an occupying 
power in southern Lebanon. The critics' advice, then, was to 
pull back to the international frontier and to entrust the 
policing job entirely to local militias, including Amal's. even 
without a formal commitment of cooperation by Mr. Bern. 

This was unacceptable to the defence minister, and the 
gradual reduction in the number of terrorist actions during the 
past several months seemed to vindicate his own analysis. Mr. 
Bern himself did not carry out his threat to fire Katyushas over 
the border unless the IDF vanished from Lebanon by New 
Year. Local Amal chiefs, disregarding his orders from Beirut, 
started acting to foil terrorist attempts aimed at the Galilee and 
SLA positions. Assaulting the Israelis, it seemed, was no longer 
a status symbol. 

An Israeli “military source” escorting defence reporters on a 
tour of southern Lebanon three weeks ago. observed: “Today, 
[the local] people want to relax at home and not to fight.” 

They were at home, too, however, when the terrorists 
attacked the SLA and IDF convoy northwest of Beit Yahoun 
on Monday. And yesterday some of them - Amal people, 
reportedly - killed an Israeli soldier aboard a boat just off the 
port of Tyre. 

To uproot anti-Israel terrorism in Lebanon entirely is plainly 
next to impossible in the absence of a national army dedicated 
to the maintenance of peace, and with a flabby Unifil obstruct¬ 
ing more than aiding the Israeli effort. But the sort of 
half-pregnancy implied in the concept of the security belt - with 
Israeli soldiers crossing the border more to defend themselves 
than their country - does not appear to be the solution. 

At the very least, a reappraisal of the concept seems 
necessary.

From the initial investigation of 
the incident, it seems that the terror¬ 
ists bad laid an ambush for the three 
Mercedes cars carrying the IDF and 
SLA/soldiers between the villages of 
Beit Yahoun and Kunin, north of the 
security zone. 

They fired on the three-car convoy 
and hit the red Mercedes that was 
second in line. 

The two vehicles hit in the ambush 
still stood by the roadside yesterday, 
their doors open, the windows 
smashed, bullets and shell carings 
scattered all over. Blood stains were 
still visible leading from the cars 
some 200 metres to where the terror- 
tst vehicles had been waiting for the 
getaway.

PRIME MINISTER Shimon Peres 
has no reason to be distressed by the 
message he received last month from 
King Hussein through the special 
American envoy, Richard Murphy. 
This is not the last word from King 
Hussein, who is interested in con¬ 
tinuing the dialogue with Israel, de¬ 
spite the difficulties he faces in 
achieving an open, straightforward 
agreement. 

King Hussein himself did not 
attach great importance to the Mur¬ 
phy channel in the framework of his 
accord with Yasser Arafat. One may 
deduct this from the Jordanian 
monarch’s parallel rapprochement 
with Syria. The king knows very well 
that President Hafez Assad and Ara¬ 
fat cannot sail in one boat. It was a 
clear indication to Israel that Jordan 
has no illusions about achieving a 
spectacular breakthrough in the 
peace process under the auspices of 
Arafat. Quite the contrary, Jordan 
prepared a Syrian alternative to tbe 
Hussein-Arafat agreement. 

It was a clear signal to Israel and to 
the American mediator. Neverthe¬ 
less, Israel, dne to its desire for an 
early breakthrough in the peace pro¬ 
cess, was ready to believe Hussein's 
public pronouncement that be was 
striving to achieve a Jordan-PLO 
agreement. This belief ran contrary 
to Israel's intimate knowledge from 
past talks that the king was not such 
an ardent supporter of the PLO. 

True, the PLO was established in 
then Jordan-occupied East Jeru¬ 
salem in 1964 in a meeting under the 
patronage of King Hussein. But im¬ 
mediately afterwards PLO leaders 


“IF THAT'S the kind of welcoming 
party they throw for Sbcharansky, 
how are they going to greet the 
Messiah?" remarked a Jerusalem 
Post press worker the day after 
Natan-Anatoly “Tolia” Shcharans- 
ky arrived last week. 

In any event, one hopes that the 
Messiah will come when the televi¬ 
sion technicians are striking, so that 
we will be spared the right of so- 
called statesmen jockeying for posi¬ 
tion behind his shoulders. 

One also hopes that the Messiah 
will be the child of a father who was 
born in Australia to a Russian- 
speaking father from Morocco and a 
Marathi-speaking mother from 
Georgia and a mother who was born 
to a Yiddish-speaking Iraqi father hi 
Buenos Aires and a Yemenite 
mother who speaks American and 
spells British. 

If the aftermath of the welcome 
and news-media coverage given 
Shcharansky in the 60 hours after his 
arrival last Tuesday night is any 
indication, the Messiah and the rest 
of us are in for a hard time if he is not 
the product of some suitable 
ecumenical combination like the 
above. 

“What's all the noise about?” a 
Jerusalem taxi driver said last Thurs¬ 
day when I asked him whether he 
bad watched the Shcharansky arrival 
on television. “If his name were 
Boutboul. would they have made the 
same fnss about him? If they keep it 
up, we’ll only end up hating him. ” 

On Friday, another taxi driver 
said: “What do I think about Shchar-

been uncovered, and the arrest of a 
number of villagers, were by¬ 
products of tbe search for 
the two men. and not indicative of a 
new policy, it was stressed. But it 
was realized here that if the IDF 
operation over the security zone bor¬ 
der continues, Amal leaders in the 
south, who until now have been 
trying to avoid becoming party to the 
incident, would be forced to‘react 
lest they be accused of cooperating 
with the Israelis against Shi’ite in¬ 
terests. 


recent incidents and remained con¬ 
cerned about the continuing vio¬ 
lence in South Lebanon. “The area 
had been relatively quiet since last 
summer, but the number of incidents 
in the area during the past few’ 
months has been increasing,” he 
said. 

“These events point up once again 
the need for mutually agreed secur¬ 
ity arrangements between Lebanon 
and Israel to restore security and 
stability in the area and security for 
Israel's northern settlements." he 
added. 

He said that despite the difficulties 
the Unifil force has encountered in 
canying out its mandate, “we view 
Unifil as playing a positive role in 
southern Lebanon. Withdrawal of 
Unifil would remove a stabilizing 
element.” 

Levy yesterday rejected calk by 
some members of the Foreign 
Affairs and Defence Committee for 
an iron-fist policy in Southern Leba¬ 
non. Levy said the IDF did not 
believe in collective punishment and 
did not practise it. 

He rebuked Likud MK Pessah 
Gruper for suggesting that the IDF 
should take hostage 15 sons of Shi’ite 
village leaders to force the release of 
the two soldiers. 

Levy also expressed reservations 
about Alignment MK Amu on Linn’s 

call to come down hard on all resi¬ 
dents of South Lebanon in areas 
where terrorists operate. 

Binyamin Ben-Eliezer 
(Alignment-Yahad) said that 
Galilee would become hell for the 
border residents if relations between 
Israel and the Lebanese Shi'ites de¬ 
teriorated as a result of repressive 
measures by the IDF.

accused Hussein of infiltrating his 
supporters in order to curb its activi¬ 
ties. The resolution of the consti¬ 
tuent assembly of the Palestinian 
National Council in 1964 excluded 
the parts of Palestine under Jorda¬ 
nian sovereignty from the territory 
that had to be liberated by tbe 
Palestinians. But in the years to 
follow none of the leadets of the 
PLO felt bound to adhere to this 
concept. More than once has the 
PLO endangered the Hashemite 
regime. One may assume that one of 
Hussein's incentives for finding 
venues for talks with Israel was his 
desire to influence Israel not to take 
any steps that might encourage 
Palestinians to sever their ties with 
the Hashemite kingdom of Jordan. 

' In other words, all these years Hus¬ 
sein has encouraged the Israeli con¬ 
cept of a Jordanian option in order to 
contain trends within Israeli society 
for a Palestinian option that would 
have brought to power his arch 
enemy, the PLO. 

ONE MAY ASSUME that Hussein 
was surprised to hear Peres's reac¬ 
tion to the message he sent through 
the American envoy. Tbe king had 
met many times with Peres, and the 
prime minister knows his views not 
just from public statements, or the 
impressions of mediators. The king 
may have thought that the message

which he forwarded would have 
been understood in Jerusalem cor¬ 
rectly, that for the time being there 
was no need to proceed with the 
search for a formula regarding the 
PLO stand on Security Council Re¬ 
solution 242 or on the choice of 
Palestinians in a joint delegation 
with Jordan. 

There is no urgency, because Ara¬ 
fat anyway is waiting for a green light 
from Moscow after next week's 
Communist Party Congress. In. other 
words, the Jordanian monarch tried 
to signal Israel to look more realisti¬ 
cally at tbe Jordanian efforts to out-' 
maneuver Arafat, and not to put too 
much emphasis on Murphy’s di¬ 
plomatic efforts. The king could not 
spell this out explicitly in transmit¬ 
ting his message through tbe Amer¬ 
ican emissary. But, if one analyses 
this message and the following one, 
in which the king said that the talks 
were not yet over, one cannot escape 
the conclusion that he mean: to 
continue tbe talks without a time 
table. His latent desire is to continue 
the talks without an irou-ctad goal, 
but with the purpose of a dialogue 
for the dialogue’s sake, which with 
patience may pave the way for the 


longer journey towards tranquility in 
the region. 

The Israeli reaction to the king's 
dear signal was rather astonishing. 
Jerusalem’s disappointment over the 
lack of progress in the Murphy 
mediation provoked a feeling that 
something must be done in Judea 
and Samaria, without waiting for 
Arab consent or Arafat's acquiesc¬ 
ence. This feeling created the slogan 
of unilateral autonomy, and this slo¬ 
gan aroused Jordan's fear. Hussein 
was disappointed that Israel did not 
grasp the message and his signal. In 
his experience Israel had the sense to 
understand his aims and desires, 
despite iris statements to the con¬ 
trary, and now he felt trapped in 
diplomatic dialectics as Israel did not 
perceive that his major aim was to 
stop the PLO from establishing a 
base in the West Bank that might 
endanger bis rule in the East Bank. 
A unilateral declaration of auton¬ 
omy may create a base for the PLO - 
the last thing he would like to see 
happen. 

IN THE PAST King Hussein re¬ 
jected Israeli offers, in direct talks, 
to appoint officials in tbe West Bank 
with pro-Hashemite leanings. The 
king refused to enter such an agree¬ 
ment but agricultural, educational 
and health officials in the West Bank 
frequently travel to Amman to coot-

ansky? What do you think about 
him? I think it’s disgusting - all that 
fuss. The £4 million it cost to send 
him that plane and make him that 
party should have been spent setting 
up a factory in Yerohara! 1 hear they 
(Natan and Avital) got a fancy fiat in 
Kiryat Moshe.” 

I told him they were temporarily 
staying in a flat in Kiiyat Moshe lent 
to Avital by friends, and that Avital 
had an Amidar rental flat in East 
Talpiot, in which her brother, 
Michael Stiegjitz, had been living 
until recently.

Shcharansky. of course, is an in¬ 
nocent target here, petplexed by 
Israel's “nightmare politics,” as he 
told a U.S. television interviewer on 
Sunday. As a symbol of. and 
metaphor for, the whole of oppres¬ 
sed Soviet Jewry, it was perhaps 
inevitable that he would become a 
target for those among us seeking an 
outlet for various resentments based 
on feelings of real or imagined discri¬ 
mination. 

SAM BEN-CHETRIT, founder and 
chairman of Beyahad, the organiza¬ 
tion dedicated to bridging the va¬ 
rious ethnic gaps in Israel, said: 

‘Tm sorry to say that that specta¬ 
cle at the airport was the height of 
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politicization, and was not a unifying 
factor. What Anatoly Shcharansky 
did and stands for speaks for itself, 
and no such festival was needed. It 
was a gross exaggeration, consider¬ 
ing that we're speaking about a com¬ 
munity of Jews who have not really 
struck roots at all in this country, and 
the overwhelming majority of whom 
have their eyes on America and the 
Scandinavian countries and head 
there at the first chance they get.” 

I pointed out that according to 
official figures, about 61 per cent of 
tbe Jews who left the Soviet Union 
on exit permits to Israel since 196S - 
more than 160,000 out of about 
260,000 - came to Israel, and only 
about 4 per cent of these have since 
left the country. Furthermore, 
follow-up studies show that, as a 
group, they have had among the 
most successful integrations into the 
life of the country, both vocationally 
and linguistically. 

“Well," said Ben-Cbetrit. “if 
that’s so, Tm glad to hear it. Any¬ 
way, where were all the politicians 
when the Cairo prisoners from the 
‘security mishap’ returned? They 
weren’t there crowding around to 
shake tbe hands of Marcelle Ninio 
and Robert Dassa!” 


He was referring to prisoners of 
the 1954 Cairo trial, which led to the 
‘ Lavon affair.” Victoria Marcelle 
Ninio, Robert Dassa. Victor Levy 
and Philippe Nathanson, then the 
last four “Cairo prisoners,” were 
returned to Israel shortly after the 
1967 Six Day War in exchange for a 
large group of Egyptian prisoners of 
war. Their return was kept secret for 
four years, however. About two 
weeks after it was made public, then- 
prime minister Golda Meir escorted 
Ninio to the bridal canopy in a 
wedding ceremony attended by 
many personages including govern¬ 
ment and army leaders. 

“And what I’m telling you,” Ben- 
Cbetrit said, “is not just me. It 
represents the feeling of some very 
senior people among the Oriental 
communities.” 

“I GUESS we're going to have to 
redouble our efforts to organize a 
united front on behalf of the Jews in 
all ‘lands of distress',” wearily said 
Yuri Shtem, former Soviet refuse¬ 
nik. here since 1981, spokesman of 
the Jerusalem-based Soviet Jewry 
Education and Information Centre 
(Sjeic). 

When Sjeic approached the 
Syrian Jewry activists some time 
ago, they said that that campaign 
had to be conducted quietly. Mean¬ 
while, Shtern said, the centre has 
been cooperating with Beyahad on 


dinate between the respective Israeli 
and Jordan government depart¬ 
ments. This is the situation preferred 
by the Jordanian government. It is 
the Jordanian government, by keep¬ 
ing the bridges on the Jordan open 
and permitting the flow of people 
and products in both directions, that 
safeguards the link between the tyo 
banks. 

The Hashemite kingdom would 
certainly prefer a return to the old 
armistice lines and to annex the West 
Bank again, but in the given cir¬ 
cumstances. King H ussein would not 
like to shut the door onhimself in the _ 
West Bank, either-through Israeli 
rule or through tbe nucleus of a PLO 
regime: For this reason he may pre¬ 
fer the search to- renew his secret 
dialogue with Israel on vital, prob¬ 
lems to scholastic discussions 
through the channel of a mediator. 

King Hussein needs these dia¬ 
logues for the sake' of securing the 
very delicate equilibrium among the 
various forces, surrounding hiip. 
Through this equilibrium- he has' 
managed to survive and even to 
-bring economic stability to bis king¬ 
dom. while his neighbours are faced' 
with financial crises. , 

Hussein’s dialogue with Syria will 
not alter his links with Syrians adyer : 
saxy. Iraq, nor will Hussein’s renews 
ing the dialogue with Israel bring' 
about au imme dia te b reakt hrough in 
the peace process in the region; 
These talks are only cranquilizersrin 
a region in which so many cherish 
hopes of peace and tranquility-

Among the welcomers at the ah> 
port were my kerchiefed daughter, 
who lives at an Orthodox moshav 
shitufi in the southern Hebron Hills, 
and two of her children. When -I 
called her Wednesday morning to 1 
ask her about it. her first statement 
was: “What a shame, what a terrible ’ 
shame that almost only our kind of 
people were there. He belongs to the . 
entire Jewish people, not just to Hi!
